Kong in early November 1949. The first step was an order from the South 
China Bureau to a groun of Conrunists in Hong Kong to bring a marty of 
touristafrom the colony to view Canton. Among these Corrunists were CHANG 
Chenenan (3% $2 @ ) and two women, KAO Yen (; % ) and CHU Ttteh ( 

 ). YEH Chien-ying, FANG Fang, oni other South China Communist officials 
commended the handling of the first tour, which was made on 6 November. 


Unon their return te Hong Kong, CHA‘IG Chen-nan ani his assistants were ine 
structed to undertake the organization of workers in the Hong KongeKowloon 
area. CHANG and the two women ~rommtly commenced a secret canmaign to 
organize a New Democracy Youth Corns (of RE ap 54m) arong menbers of 
labor unions and women labor grouns. 


fhe Corns is made up of five-man cells. Fach recruit is fiven two months' 
training before he is admitted to membershis. Aa a member of the New De- 


mocracy Youth Corns, he becomes eligible to join the Chinese Communist Party. 


Trrouth this program, CHANG, KAO, and CHU hone to secure ten thousand new 
Comrunist Party merbers within ten years.
